The judge Mr. Hallman, con- 
gratulated the boys for their very 
fine samples of wheat, stating he 
had not seen anything better dur- 


‘ing his judging in the various clubs 


in the province, and hoped to see 
exhibits sent tothe Chicago Fair 
from the Crossfield Club. Mr. 
Hallman pointed out that the first 
prize wheat in this club weighed 
67 and a half pounds. No. 1 and 
that the various clubs of this prov- 
ince would produce approximately 
180 thousand bushels of fine qual- 
ity wheat this vear which naturally 
brings into being a province wide 
elevation to a better quality of seed, 

Mr. W. P. Pettinger, representing 
the Alberta Pool which sponsors 
the Wheat Clubs, congratulated 
the club on the excellent quality of 
the wheat produced, and stressed 
that exhibits should be sent to the 
Chicago Fair. In closing he pres- 
ented prizes to the winners of the 
best standing plots; Ist went to 
Ken. McTavish; 2nd toK.C. 
Cochrane. 

Mr. Frank Foulds of the Dom. 
inion Seed Branch, Calgary, ad- 
dressed the Club complimenting 
them for their fine showing, and 
gave them some very excellen;y 
pointers on conducting their meet. 
ings. 

Mr. Hugh McPhail of the Olds 
Agriculture College also compli- 
mented the boys for the very ex- 
cellent work they were doing, and 
he was of the opinion that the 
work of the club was the best of 
the six districts operating Junior 
Wheat Clubs. He pointed out 
that leadership was a big factor in 
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any club, and found Crossfield had 
a fine leader in Mr. O. E. Jones who 
was ably assisted by Mrs. Jones. 

The last speaker was Mr. O. E: 
Jones, who stated that the past sea- 
son had been very gratifying and 
with the co operation of the club 
members they had made progress. 
The new season would, no doubt. 
find an even gteater enthusiasm be- 
hind the Club. He thought prob- 
ably that next year a reduction in 
acreage might be in order, and was 
of the opinion that it was better to 
cultivate a smaller acreage at a pro- 
fit rather than cultivate larger acre- 
age at a loss. 

In closing, President Neil Laut 
extended the thanks of the Club to 
their leader, Mr. Jones, the judge 
and speakers. and expressed his ap- 
preciation to the Club members for 
their hearty co-operation during 
the past season.

RAIL GRADING OF HOGS 


Carcass grading of hogs, which 
hae recently become the only meth- 
od of grading hogs in Canada, pro- 
vides a more accurate system of de- 
termining value and quality. 

Ove of the important items in 
grading hogs on the rail is the 
weight of the carcass, 
fairly 


There is a 
close relationship between 
the weight of the live hog and the 
weight of the carcass. Thus, in 
order to bave Wiltabire sides of de- 
sirable weight weighing 55 to 65 
pounds — a carcass of from 143 to 
168 pounds is required. This car- 
cass weightis usually obtained from 
live hogs weighing 200 to 215 
pounde cn the farm. 

Close attention to the weight of 
hogs at marketing time will give 
the producer added returns A 
cheap home-made scale may be used 
plans for which can be obtained 
from the Department of Agriculture 

By marketing live hoge of correct 
weight, the producer is unlikely to 
lose on grade because of under or 
overweight of the carcass.

Farmers often have occasion to 
find out how much grain is con- 
tained in a granary or bin. It is also 
useful to know how large a bin must 
be to hold a given amount of wheat. 
The necessary information is in- 
cluded here, so the reader should cut 
this out of the paper and keep it, 

The first step is to find the cubical 
contents of ¢éhe bin. For square or 
rectangular bins, the number of cubic 
feet can be found by multiplying the 
length x widthx depth. For round 
bins multiply the radius x radius x 
3.14x depth (the radius is one-half 
the diameter). 

For example, suppose our bin is 
one and the grain is 6 feet deep, 


n: 

8x16x6='768 cubic feet. 

Then if we have a round bin 16 feet 
in diameter (radius 8 feet) with the 
grain 7 feet deep: 

8x8x3.14x7=1,406.72 cubic feet. 

In order to convert cubic feet to 
measured bushels, it is only necessary 
to multiply by 0.8. Therefore, our first 
bin contains 768x0.8=614.4 measured 
bushels. Our second bin contains 
1,406.72, or roughly 1,407, cubic feet. 
This is 1,407x08=1,125.6 measured 
bushels. 

If it is desired to determine the 
number of bushels by weight, simply 
multiply the figure for measured 
bushels by the actual weight per 
bushel, and divide by the legal weight 
(wheat, 60 lb.; barley, 48 lb.; oats, 
34 lb.). If, in our first éxample, the 
grain was wheat weighing . per 
bushel, we would have 614.4x65 /60= 
665.6 bushels. 


Problem: What would be the 
dimensions of a bin you would build 
for 2,000 bushels of barley weighing 


62-lb. per bushel?

An International 
Agreement _ 


By International Convention, 
German officers held as Prisoners 
of War in Canada are entitled to 
receive certain pay which is recover- 
able from the German government. 
Similarly British and Canadian offi- 
cers, held in Germany. are entitled 
to pay, recoverable from the Gov- 
ernment in whose service they be- 
long. . 

Ths gov brning International Con- 
vention is that relating to the 
treatment of Prisoners of War rati- 
fied by the Dominion of Canada on 
February 20th, 1933, and agreed to 
by some thirty-nine of the various 
powers and states. Article 23 pro- 
vides that officers who are Prison:

From this pay, states Lieut. Colonel 
H. Stethem, Assistant Director of 
Interpment Operations. the officers 
pay for their clothing and food.

Observance of international law 
in regard to Prisoners of War is 
insured by bi-monthly inspections 
made of all Internment Camps in 
Canada and in Germany by the 
protectiug powers.. Canadian in- 
terests are represented in Germany 
by the United States Embassy in 
Berlin and by the International Red 
Cross. German interests in Cana- 
da are represented by the Consul 
General of Switzerland and his rep- 
resentatives, 


“It must be remembered”, Lieut. 
Colonel Stethem adds, “tbat British 
Officers in Germany are also receiv- 
ing their pay from the German 
authorities, and the same is recov= 
erable from the British Government 
Furthermore, it must be remember- 
ed that, for every German officer in 
Canada, there are, probably, four 
British Officers held in Germany, 
aud the various people who suggest 
ill-treatment of these officers do not 
realize that such ill - treatment 
would provide an excuse for ill- 
treating many times the number of 
British officers and other ranks in 
Germany 

“The International Convention 
Relative to the Treatment of Pris- 
overs of War is one of the few inter- 
national laws relating to warfare 
which is, at least to some extent, 
being adhered to in the present con- 
flict, possibly, because ite Articles 
provide for the employment of a 
protecting power to ensure its en- 
forcement, and, possibly, because 
the mattere with which it deals 
provide a practical means of retali- 
ation in the event of non - observ-

Many farmers have noticed a 
black spot, or smudge, on their 
wheat kernels, and they are wond- 
ering whether it is safe to use such 
grain for seed. 


This problem has been worrying 
the Canadian Seed Growers’ Asso- 
ciation and plant pathologists ever 
since 1923, when grain was badly 
affected with the same trouble. 
The black spot is caused by one 
of several fungous diseases, most 
probably the one which rejoices in 
the the name of Helminthosporium 
sativum. 


Plant Patholigists tell us that 
this disease may or may not carry 
over from the infected seed to the 
next crop, but that if it doescarry 
over then the next crop might be 
severely damaged, It is found how 
ever, that mercurial dusts some- 
‘ times partially or comp!:tely con- 
trol this disease. 

It is recommended, therefore, 
that farmers should treat a good 
sample of the grain they expect to 
use for seed with either Leytosan 
or Ceresan, and then should send 
about six ounces o! this treated 
grain to the Dominion Seed Lab- 
oratory either at Winnipeg, Sask- 
atoon or Calgary, fora germination 
test. If the germination is found 


to be less than 75%, my own advice , 


would be that the grain should 
not be used to sow acrop,

British Fleet Air Arm Hits Hoard 


When the Fleet Air Arm swooped over Taranto harbor Monday night they dropped bombs 
virtually carsoring. two battleships, two cruisers and two auxiliary craft. One of the battleshipa, of 
the Littorio class, 35,000 tons, (above) was left with her bows under water and listing heavily.
